One of these questions is the situation 
created by the disallowance of the 
Alberta mineral taxation act; another 
the advisability of having a gencral 
conference on northern railway af- 
fairs and still another, the possible 
settlement of the Spray Lakes power 
problem. 

Alex Ross, minister of public works 
is acting premier in the absence of 
Premier Greenfield and R. G. Reid, 
provincial treasurer, will look after 
the affairs of the attorney general. 
One of these ministers will officially 
proclaim the new liquor control act 
when Commissioner R. J. Dinning is 
ready to begin operations in the goy- 
ernment stores.

COMPROMISE IN 
CHURCH UNION 
FIGHT IS LIKELY 

Ottawa, May 6—On the eve of the 
resumption of the private bills com- 
mittee of the hearings of the church 
union bill there is considerable talk 
of a2 compromise by means of which 
the measure may pass without either 
side being grievously offended. 

The very determined opposition 
which was manifested by those who 
are resisting the bill and the votes 
which they will be able to command 
suggest the probability of some vari- 
ation in the measure permitting un- 
ion, but safeguarding the rights of 
the minority who dissent from the 
present bill. 

There are many around parliament 
who are sedulously searching for a 
vay out of the impasse which results 
from union advocates insisting that 
the bill must pass as it is, and op- 
ponents equally insistent that they be 
given the option of merging in or 
staying out of the projected merger. 
Those who support the bill hold that 
the optional privilege would be ab- 
solutely fatal to the principle of the 
measure, Those who oppose it, while 
adinitting that they have the right to 
vote themselves out, claim as stated 
before, that they lose their identity 
and prejudice if not lose their pro- 
perty, 

The compromise which has been 
suggested would preserve the pro- 
vision that churches haye six months 


in which to vote themselyes out of} 


the union if they so desire, but that 
in the meantime “no property be 
transferred.” Moreover, it would be 
provided that if fifteen or more mem- 
bers of a congregation demanded a 
vote on the question it would have to 
be taken. It appears that in many 
instances sessions of Presbyterian 
churches have refused to have a yote 
and their powers in the congregation 
are such as to stop any such referen- 
dum, The suggested amendment 
therefore would permit churches who 
want to go into the union doing so, 
but it would preyent any property 
being transfered for six months, in 
which time dissenting congregations 
could decide not to become part of 
the union. Those who do not would 
retain the name of the Presbyterian 
church,

THE HOODOOS, JASPER NATIONAL PARK 


THE WETASKIWIN TIMES 


ASPER PARK LODGE, in Jas- 
per National Park, Alberta, is 
ideally situated as a convenient 
center from which to climb moun- 


J 


tains, traverse trails and motor 
roads, or embark on_ fishing and 
hunting expeditions; while — golf, 
tennis, boating and bathing are 
right at its door. 

_For those who have just a short 
time to spend in the Park there are 
miles and miles of motor roads 
through winding valleys and up 
mountain grades, along the shores 
of swift rivers and past quict lakes, 
to mountain, glacier and canyon. 

_ Towering above all other peaks 
in the vicinity is stately Mount 
tdith, Cavell, its crown of snow 
reaching a height of 11,033 feet. 
From Jasper or the Lodge Mount 
Edith Cavell is in full view, but it 
is only by travelling the eighteen 
miles to Lake Cavell, nestling’ at 
the foot of the mountain, that one 
can really see all the wonders of 
this now famous mountain named 
for that heroic British nurse, Edith 
Cavell, heroine of the Great War, 

_ The peculiar formation of a glac- 
ier on the side of Mount Edith Ca- 
vell adds to the interest of the 
place. In a cirque between the 
mountain and the shoulder extend- 
ing to the north is a hanging glac- 
ier covering about a third of a 
square mile. An ice fall about 
three hundred feet wide connects 
this with another glacier five hun- 
dred feet below, the irregular 
shape of which extends along the 
foot of the cliffs for more than a 
mile. This mags of ice presents 
the form of an angel with out- 


stretched wings and has been aptly 
named “Glacier of the Ghost,” At 
another point on the mountain a 
combination of rock and snow 
forms what appears to be a side 
view of the head of a turbanned 
oriental knight. In photographs 
taken from Chak Peak this forma- 
tion is plainly discernible. 


The road to Mount Cavell is 
along the valley of the Athabasca 
River, across the turbulent Miette 
River, Whistlers and Portal creeks, 
continuing across the historical 
Astoria River, which it follows in 
a southwest direction at the same 
time climbing the lower slopes of 
the mountain and finally reaching 
the shores of Lake Cavell. Many 
stops should be made en route to 
view such interesting features as 
the natural hoodoos with their flat 
stone hats just along the slope be- 
low the road. 


Half an hour by motor from Jas- 
per Park Lodge, with mirror-like 
lakes reflecting the ragged outline 
of forest and mountain for mile 
posts, brings one to Maligne Can- 
yon. The scenery along this grad- 
ually ascending and winding road- 
way is unsurpassable. Skirting 
innumerable little lakes, each of a 
different hue from the light yellow 
of Ochre Lake to the opal-like 
coloring of Lake Edith with its 
sandy beach for bathing, the road 
winds round above the Athabasca 
Valley and thence to Maligne River 
close to the Canyon. 

Following the rocky path of the 
Maligne River for a short distance 
one comes to the mouth of the 
canyon through which great rushes 


ie a 


of water have been passing for 
many hundreds of years wearing 
away the rocks to a depth of two 
hundred feet in places. The can- 
yon is a mile and a half long and is 
so narrow and irregular that in 
many places it is impossible to see 
the river flowing along far below. 
The water enters this huge crevice 
with a fall of seventy-five feet and 
goes tumbling through with a 
sullen roar. 


Along the sides of the canyon 
are huge pot-holes, testifying to the 
velocity of the water and its eros- 
ive quality during the centuries. 
Near the top are great dents in the 
rock worn smooth and now covered 
with moss, and on shelves of rock 
fifty feet or so below the surface 
are evergreens fighting for life 
with barely a foothold in the rock, 


_ Plainly discernible from the rus- 

tic bridges built across the can- 
yon so that the falls and river be- 
low may be viewed with safety, are 
stretches of rock wall beautifully 
vari-colored, and where the river 
cannot be seen in the dark cavern 
below it sends its rumbling mes- 
sage to the top. 


The mystery of Medicine Lake 
and the subterranean stream that 
joins the river below Maligne Can- 
yon is intensely interesting and 
the rock formation around the 
lake is well worth the journey of 
ten miles from the Canyon to see. 


Canada’s most northerly national 
park is fast becoming one of the 
most popular playgrounds of the 
Dominion and every tourist who 
visits there becbmes an ardent ad- 
vertiser.

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NEW OFFICIAL FLAG 
MET WITH CRITICISM 


The new official flag of the Domin- 
jon of Canada is the familiar red en- 
sign used as Canada’s flag for thirty- 
two years with the shield from the 
new Canadian coat of arms. substi- 
tuted for the old shield on the fly. 
The main figure on the new flag is of 
course the old Union Jack, composed | 
ef the St. George's, St. Andrew's, St. | 
Patrick’s crosses. The minor figure 
is the shield on the fly. The heraldic | 
description of the quarterings of the, 
news coat of arms is as follows: 


. 


“First, gules, three lions passant 
in pale or (‘or’ means gold); second | 
a lion rampant within a double tres- 
sure flory-counter-flory gules; third, 
azure, a harp. or, stringed argent; | 
fourth, azure, three fleur-de-lis, or| 
(three glod fleur-de-lis on a blue field) 
and the third division of the shield 
argent, three maple leaves conjoined | 
on one stem proper.” 


The arms on the shield are those of | 
England, Scotland, Ireland and France 
with a “difference” to mark them as + 
Canadian. This “difference” is the; 
sprig of maple on the lower third ot| 
the shield.

Alberta Furmers Get 


$223,814,304 Return 
‘On Work Last Season 


Farmers of the prairie provinces re- 
ceived an aggregate income of $381,- 
600,647 on exports from their farms 
as a result of 1923 operations. 


According to figures just released 
by government officials, the farmers 
of Manitoba were the recipients of a 
total income of $86,228,593; Saskat- 
chewan farmers, $171,557,760, while 
Alberta farmers received $223,814,304. 

Sale of their wheat brought the far- 
mers by far the greatest proportion 
of their income on farm exports. Sas- 
katchewan leads the way in the ex- 
port of wheat, selling 210,000,000 bus- 
hels at an average price of 65 cents 
a byshel. Alberta followed closely 
with the largest wheat crop in the 
history of the province, disposing of 
167,265,084 bushels at 65 cents a bus- 
hel, yielding around  $108,722,304. 
Manitoba farmers were paid an aver: 
age price of 67 cents a bushel for 
their wheat, selling 32,804,000 bushels 
during the year, 

Though Saskatchewan netted a larg: 
er return on its wheat production 
than the other provinces, value. re- 
ceived on this commodity represents 
nearly 80 per cent of the Saskatehe- 
wan farmers’ total income for their 
farm products, On the other hand, 
wheat contributed less than 50 per 
cent of the Alberta farmers’ income 
and about 36 per cent of Manitoba’s. 

Alberta takes a long lead in the sale 
of oats by exporting 144,977,300 bus- 
hels, which represents several million 
dollars more than the combined re- 
ceipts of the farmers of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan for this grain. Al- 
berta was also in the lead for the sale 
of fodder crops, receiving more than 
$12,500,000 for the sale of hay and 
clover alone, a figure which is uot 
nearly equalled by her sister prov- 
inces, 

In the sale of dairy products and 
livestock, the Alberta farmers netted 
more than the receipts of the Sas- 
katchewan and = Manitoba — farmers’ 
combined incomes in this department. 


Officials of the Manitoba wheat 
pool announced Thursday night that 
7176 contracts had been signed for 
a total of 691,954 acres.

Supply of Dairy Cows 


At a conference called by the Do- 
minion minister of agriculture at Ot- 
tawa to discuss ways and means of 
improving the dairy cattle industry 
important information was given out 
respecting sources of supply of dairy 
cows for western Canada. Dr. Gris- 
dale, the deputy minister, informed 
the meeting, that, following a request 
from the west to admit dairy cows 
and heifers from the United States 
free of duty, an. investigation had 
been made with regard to the advan- 
tages or disadvantages of such a pro- 
cedure. The investigation proved 
that large numbers of both heifers 
and cows were available for purchase 
in the provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bec. Suitable cattle could be pur- 
chased for as low as $40 for fairly 
promising young stock, up to $100 for 
high class cows. By taking advan- 
tage of a policy for assisting the 
transportation of cattle of this class, 
operated by the live stock branch of 
the department, eastern Ontario cat- 
tle could be landed in the western 
provinces. much more cheaply than if 
they had been purchased in the mid- 
die western states and admitted duty 
free. 

Othgr speakers, including the min- 
@.er of agriculture, Hon. W. R. Moth- 
erwell, showed that it was quite un- 
necessary to purchase expensive 
cows when going into dary farming. 
It has been proved time and time 
again that by starting with very or- 
dinary cows, by good feeding and the 
use of improved males, a high pro- 
ducing herd, can soon be developed. 
Dr. Grisdale referred to work done 
at one of the experimental farms in 
connection with the grading up of 
dairy stock. Inferior calves were 
taken in hand, fed on ordinary diet 
without grain and thus raised to milk- 
ing age, Although these calves had 
been secured on farms where only 
very low milke yields were produced, 
there were found among them when 
they came to be milked, individuals 
that by good feeding gave as high as 
7,000 and 8,000 pounds of hnilk ina 
year. The offspring of these scrub 
cows, by males of high producing 
stock turned out to be proitable dairy 
cows. 

During the discussion it was strong- 
ly urged that communities in eastern 
Canada having available stocks of 
dairy bred heifers, should advertise 
the fact in every way possible through- 
out the west:

|HIRED MAN GETTING 
For Western Canada| HIGHER WAGES THAN 


IN SIXTY-ONE YEARS 


The hired man is getting higher 
wages today than at any time in the 
last sixty-one years, according to the 
Sears-Roebuck agricultural founda- 
tion, which bases its statement on fig- 
ures obtained from U.S. government 
sources. 


Three square meals a day, a room 
and $83 a month were the wages of 
farm laborers last year and the rate 
will be higher this year, the Founda- 
tion predicts. Where the farm work- 
er boards himself the wages are high- 
er, the average being $47 in 1923. In 
1922 it was $42, while in 1914 the 
rate was $30, making an increase of 
56 per cent in the ten-year period. 
The 1913 rate for the hired man who 
lived on the farm was $21. 

Ten years ago a harvest hand got 

1.55 a day, but last year boys fresh 
from the city without a day's exper- 
ience in the field got $2.45 a day and 
board and room. These were the ay- 
erage figures for the United States, 
the wages of the corn belt being 
higher and those for the south being 
lower. 


Because returns for farm produce 
lag behind wages for farm labor, far- 
mers tend to reduce the amount of 
hired labor and to get along with aid 
of the members of their family or of 
neighbors whom they assist in turn. 
The demand this year is estimated at 
89 per cent normal as compared with 
95 per cent of normal a year ago. So 
long as employment conditions are 
favorable in the city the wages for 
farm laborers will not come down, in 
the opinion of the Foundation. Far- 
mers near the large industrial district 
find themselves unable to get help 
even at the wages prevailing. 

Labor saving machinery is in  in- 
creasing use on the farms, though 
sales records of the implement. manu- 
facturers do not give such indication. 
The farmer who stays on ‘the land 
satisfies his need at the many public 
sales, and has the local blacksmith 
freshen the tools. 

Further perusal of the government 
figures establishes that foreign white 
farmers are more successful than na- 
tive born white farmers. In 1920, for 
example, 79.9 per cent of the foreign 
born white farmers owned their own 
farms, while only 65.6 per cent of the 
native-born whites had risen to farm 
ownership, In each group 1.2 per 
cent were farm managers. 
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per cent of the foreign born farmers 
were tenants, while 33.2 per cent of 


those born ‘and raised in the United 
States were in the tenant group. 

Farmers born in foreign countries 
occupied farms averaging 191 acres in 
size having an average value for the 
land and buildings of $15,466. Farms 
occupied by native born whites aver- 
aged only 162 accres, with an average 
value of only $11,123. 

Out of every 1,000 white farmers in 
1920, 106 were born in foreign coun- 
tries. Of these 24 per cent came from 
Germany. Sweden furnished 10.4 per 
cent; Norway 8.9 per cent; and Den- 
mark, 4.4 pe rcent. The three Scan- 
dinavian countries together supplied 
nearly 25 per cent. Canada sent 8.4 
per cent, Russia, 5.6 per cent, Austria 
5.2 per cent, and England 4.6 per 
cent. These percentages do not take 
into account the changes in boundar- 
jes brought about by the war.

But I 
am digressing and will get back to 
my story. 

Having received a letter from my 
friend asking me to come and spend a 
couple of weeks with him,  in- that 
magic land of the setting sun, known 
as hunter's paradise, viz: British Col- 
umbia, IT returned my answer saying 
that | would be up as soon as possible. 


Immediately I set to work to pack 
my goods for a month's absence. In 
eight days’ time, after a long journey, 
IT -was shaking Leo’s hand and _ fol- 
lowing him towards his car prepara:

IS IN ALBERTA 


Alberta is today recognized by the 
word's greatost oil companies and a 
duel for holdings is well under way 
between the Standard Oil Company 
of the United States and the British 
leaders, Anglo-Persian and Dutch 
Shell, according to information free- 
ly passing among the fraternity of the 
oil game, according to Capt. W. B. 
Laycock, of Vancouver, who has re- 
turned from a tour of the principal 
oil and gas fields of Alberta in behalf 
of the Mutual Oil Company. 

“It is an open secret that the Dutch 
Shell and Anglo-Persian will develop 
the great holdings of the Hudson's 
Bay Co and the Canadian Pacific 
railway checkerboarded across ¢ev- 
eral townships of the Wainwright field 
and the Standard Oil company are 
reported to be bidding strongly for 
the Hudson's Bay Company's holding, 
iin Alberta, but the directors of that 
company, which is strongly British, 
have apparently’ decided to keep the 
development of the resources within 
the empire and have, it is understood, 
rached an agreement with the Dutch 
Shell whereby it will develop Hud- 
son’s Bay Company oil acreage in the 
Wainwright field. 

“It is also well known that the 
Canadian Pacific railway has- decided 
upon a similar course and we may 
expect either Dutch Shell or its ally 
Anglo-Persian, to exploit the C.P.R. 
holdings.” 

This will give the big British oil 
companies, which have competed with 
the Standard Oil in many fields, a 
splendid start in the new field, since 
the Hudson’s Bay and C.P.R. are the 
biggest holders of acreage in the 
field, Capt, Laycock points out. The 
Imperial Oil Co., subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil, has been enterprising 
in lining up acreage and controls 
many thousands of leases in the vi- 
cinity of Wainwright.

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HOME NURSING CLASSES 
- CONDUCTED BY RED CROSS 


In accordance with (ho decision of 
the central council of the Canadian 
Red Cross to take further steps to 
assist the women of Canada to gain 
& more extended knowledge of home 
nursing and home hygiene, the dAl- 
berta division makes the following 
statement: 


The instruction given in home nurs- 
ing and hygiene by the Red Cross is 
for the purpose of enabling women to 
better care for their sick ones at 
home, and to carry out more intelli- 
gently the doctor's instructions in 
cases of serious illness, It must be 
clearly understood that it is not in- 
tended to qualify students to practice 
for remuneration, all- students should 
be impressed with the necessity of 
summoning properly qualified medi- 
cal and nursing aid for serious ill- 
ness. 


Any group of women wishing to 


‘take these classes should communi- 


cate with the local Red Cross Society 
or write direct to the provincial of- 
fice, Beveridge building, Calgary. 
The organizing nurse attached to the 
provincial office will visit the dis- 
trict for the purpose of getting in 
touch with those desirous of receiv- 
ing instruction. It is expected that 
instructors will be found locally to 
take charge of the district. The 
course of instruction is one of twelve 
periods, part of each period a_ brief 
lecture will be given, the remainder 
to be practical demonstration and 
practice. A fee of one dollar will be 
charged which will include the price 
of the text-book “Red Cross Manual 
for Home Nursing Classes.” The 
maximum number of students. shall 
not exceed thirty. Supplies required 
for demonstration purposes will be 
arranged for by the provincial office. 
The course will consist of the follow- 
ing subjects: The Bedroom in Health 
and Sickness; Signs of Sickness; 
the Care of the Patient; Feeding the 
Sick; Treatments; Communicable
